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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record is Kelly, R.M. and Kirwan, D.J. (1977) which 
teaches the electrochemical regeneration of NAD + on carbon electrodes using alcohol 
dehydrogenase, Pershad et al. (1999) teach an edge-oriented electrode comprising 
pyrolytic graphite with an isolated flavin nucleotide dehydrogenase module (succinate 
dehydrogenase) of the enzyme Succinate:ubiquinone oxidoreductase applied to the 
electrodes surface, Hirst etal. (1995) teaches an edge-oriented electrode comprising 
pyrolytic graphite with an isolated flavin nucleotide dehydrogenase module (succinate 
dehydrogenase) of the enzyme Succinate:ubiquinone oxidoreductase applied to the 
electrodes surface and the use therein in the reversible interconversion of FAD (flavin 
adenine dinucleotide), Sucheta et al. (1993) teaches an edge-oriented electrode 
comprising pyrolytic graphite with an isolated flavin nucleotide dehydrogenase module 
FrdAB of the enzyme fumerate reductase applied to the electrodes surface. 

Yano et al. teaches the recombinant expression and isolation of the flavoprotein 
(FAD) (FP) subcomplex of NADH-quinone oxidoreductase while Fearnley et al. (2001 ) 
teach the isolation and characterization of the IA subcomplex of bovine mitochondrial 
NADH: ubiquinone oxidoreductase. While the above references teach the construction 
of an electrode similar to the claimed electrode, the references are only drawn to the 
use of flavin nucleotide dehydrogenases not pyridine nucleotide dehydrogenases and 
do not suggest the substitution of pyridine nucleotide dehydrogenases. Further, while 
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the claimed preferred pyridine nucleotide dehydrogenase had been isolated, it had not 
been shown to have retained its pyridine dehydrogenase activity and therefore it would 
not have been obvious to substitute an isolated pyridine nucleotide dehydrogenase in 
the electrode and method utilizing isolated flavin nucleotide dehydrogenase.
